One man sick- 
ened 380 miles out in the Atlantic 
and a fishing boat took him~back 
to Canada. Gaston Vanacker, 31, 
and Marc Modena, 27, made it 
across with their leader.

A email cabin covered with a 


tarpaulin was the voyagers' only 
shelter, a small sail all they had to 
help out the Gulf Stream.

India's Representative Says 
Egypt Will Reject Proposal as 
Suggested by Secretary Dulles

London (£»)—The Western Big Three made a concentrated drive 


for Asian and Middle Eastern support of thBir proposal for interna- 
tional operation of the Suez Canal today, but India's V. K. Krishna 
Menon warned that Egypt would reject the plan. 


Menon, who visited President Nasser in Cairo before coming to 


the conference, told,a press conference the Western plan was "entirely 
impracticable." 


The Indian envoy yesterday put a compromise proposal before 


the 22-nation conference called to deal with the Suez dispute. The In- 
dian plan would give Egypt full control of the 103-mile waterway, 
with an international body to act only in a consultative and advisory 


capacity.

Martin Sounds Battle Call To

San Francisco (&)—Republicans were summoned today to "work 


and fight" to regain control of Congress and "eliminate the political

That call to battle was sounded by House Republican Leader Jo- 


seph W. Martin Jr. of Massachusetts in a speech prepared for his in- 
stallation late today as permanent chairman of the GOP National 
Conventoin. 


"The setback suffered in 1954 when the control of Congress slipped 


from our hands will not 
happen. 


again," Martin said. 


"Never again must we allow 


complacency to "Become the plague 
of our political faith." 


Martin, who was speaker of the 


House when the GOP held a ma- 
jority there in 1947-1948 and 1953- 
1954, said America needs a Repub- 
lican Congress "just as it must 
have and is going to have a Re- 
publican president and vice pres- 
ident for the next four years." 


The Massachusetts Republican, 


presiding over his fifth party con- 
vention, predicted that "millions of 
Democrats ana independent vot- 
ers" would join with the GOP this 
fall and "share with us in this 
election victory in 1956". 


Martin dwelt at length on what 


he said were the accomplishments 
of the Republicans in the fields of 
"peace, progress and prosperity" 
since the Eisenhower administra- 
tion took office in 1953. 


At no point did he directly men- 


tion the Democratic1 party, but he 
said that "for many years prior 
to our victory in 1952, we strug- 
gled as a minority party to over- 
turn . . . those forces bent on 
creating an alien, socialist state in 
America."

Langlie, of Washington, has set 
the keynote of the Republican Na- 
tional Convention: "Peace, pros- 
perity and progress." 


Langlie, giving the convention's 


stemwmding speech late yesterday, 
told delegates: 


"We are here to pledge to the 


American people four more years 
of honest, efficient administration

steadfast, forthright leadership of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower." 


Langlie denounced the Demo- 


crats as corrupt and divided. He 
warmly praised the Republicans 
as bnngers of "peace, prosperity 
and progress.'1 


The 56-year-old governor, who 


is running for the U. S. Senate in 
Washington 
against Democratic 


Sen. 
Warren Magnuson, was pre- 


sented by Sen. William F. Know- 
land of California, who also lam- 
basted the Democrats. 


Both Langlie and Knowland lit 


into the Democratic keynoter at 
Chicago last week — Gov. Frank 
G, Clement of Tennessee. 


Obviously referring to Clement's 


hot brand of oratory, Langh'e said 
the GOP's job is to give the people 
leadership "not to give 'em hell." 
Langlie drew a big laugh when he 
imitated Clement's style at the 
outset of his talk—"How long, 
O America, will we keep our 
Republican 
administration 
in 


Washington ? 


Then he replied to the question 


with great vigor and seriousness: 


"The American people will, I 


believe, and I hope, throw the 
Republicans out of office the day 
when, if ever, they copy tha 
Democrats and put the party first 
and America second." 


Knowland praised Vice Presi- 


dent Nixon, with whom he had 
been at odds politically until re- 
cently, and Secretary of State 
Dulles, with whom he has often 
disagreed.

We all have different standards 


as to the amount of wrinkling 
that is acceptable before we reach 
for the steam iron. In one sludy 
I read recently on the handling 
of man-made fabrics, less -wrin- 
kling resulted when garments 
were hand-washed 
and drip- 


dried. 


"Almost as good results were 


obtained in machine washing 
(and more soil was removed) if 
the garment was removed before 
extracting the water. 


TO DRIP DRY with the fewest 


wrinkles, clothes should be hung 
up on hangers and kept com- 
pletely free of contact with other 
pieces. The use of adjustable 
frames, in the case of men's 
trousers, tends to speed up the 
drying and to keep the crease 
sharp. 


To avoid ridging from hangers 


along the shoulder seams of coats, 
try sticking a contour shoulder 
pad between hanger and suit. 


Dresses to be dnp-dned will 


come out more smoothly, accord- 
ing to another report, if hung on 
padded hangers, zippers closed 
and buttons buttoned. 


THE "WHERE" of drip drying 


can be a problem. In moderate 
weather, a line strung in a quiet, 
shady place works 1he best lor 
me. (Hangers have to be pinned 
or secured to the line so they 
won't slip off.) 


If a utility room or basement 


is tn be the drying room, an in- 
vestment in a shallow pan to 
catch the drips protects the floor. 
A bathtub or shower stall is a 
logical spot to u.-=e, if you can 
Tig up a line or bar to support 
the hanger. 


Experience is the best teacher 


as to the effectiveness of drip 
drymg spme blends and special- 
finished fabrics. 


I have blended fiber shirts in 


my weekly laundry that require 
about the same amount of ironing 
whether they're drip-dried, line- 
dried or tumble-dried. 


I ALSO HAVE boys' suits and 


Bermuda shorts that can take the 
full machine cycle, tumble dry 


and scarcely show a wrinkle. 


One major manufacturer of 


crease-resistant cottons has found 
that normal washing and drying 
procedures are as satisfactory as 
specialized handling. 


OF THOSE machine washables 


that do benefit from drip drying 
and no final spin, it's a help to 
wash as many together as possi- 
ble. 


That way1, you don't have to 


fish through the rinse water to 
rescue one dress from" the other 
laundry. I don't, however, wash 
white 
clothing 
o£ man-made 


fibers with colored clothing. 


And, iC I have only one or two 


small dnp-dHes in the ]aundry, 
I pretreat the soiled areas and 
stains with extra care. 


I then put them into a mesh 


bag before adding to the general 
laundry load, which makes them 
easier to pull out of the water 
before the spin cycle.

He spoke of the greatness of President Eisenhower 


and Vice President Nixon, whose pictures, each 10 by 
20 feet, hang from one end of the hall. There are no 
other pictures there. 


"There is nothing we need say about Adlai Ste- 


venson that Kefauver hasn't already said," Hall said 
to laughing approval- '"There is nothing that we 
need say about the Stevenson-Kefauver ticket that 
Harry Truman hasn't already said." 


Gov. Arthur Langlie of Washington, as keynote 


speaker, was an interesting contrast to Gov, Frank G.

THE QUEEN'S LACE 


Says an editorial in The New York Times: 
It's the wild carrot which frills the fencerows with 


white, lacy heads now, and its fine-cut, bright green 
foliage is almost the color of that of the tame carrots 
in the garden. The root, however, is very different, 
tough and bitter and not at all tasty. Some call the 
flower Queen Anne's lace, paying tribute to the flat- 
topped heads of florets, dainty as fine lace and pretty 
enough to deck a queen. And some call it bird's nest, 
because as the flower heads ripen into seeds the stems 
curl upward and form a cup-shaped basket much like 
a bird's nest. 


In the center of most wild carrot flower clusters 


one finds a single purple floret, the jewel or the ame- 
thyst, as it is often called. Some casual observers use 
this purple floret as their means of differentiating be- 
tween the wild carrot and the somewhat similar flower 
head of the yarrow, but it is an unreliable index. Some 
mid carrots have no "jewel." And the yarrow heads 
are looser and the bloom has a grayish tinge, while the 
wild carrot is not clear white. And the foliage of the 
two plants is quite different. 


The wild carrot is a weed, but it carries a royal 


name. Which Anne it was named for seems doubtful. 
Anne of Brittany was Queen of France, Anne of Den- 
mark became the wife of James I of England, Anne of 
Austria became the wife of France's Louis XIII and 
James II's daughter. Anne married Prince George of 
Denmark and became Britain's Queen. All wore 'lace, 
of course, the finest lace of their time and to have 
been named for any of them would have been a high 
tribute. But a queen's lace now decorates the road- 
side and the queen herself is forgottetn. ''Vanity of 
vanities ... all is vanity.

Don't try to move 
a tractor forward when it's sunk 
down in soft ground, says Home 
Instead, try to back out.

Physicians Report 
Public Apathy On 
Polio Immunization 


Public apathy is held respon- 


sible by officers of several county 
medical spcieties in Pennsylvania 
for the- comparatively low percent- 
age of children in their areas who 
have been immunized with Salk 
anti-polio vaccine. 


Alarmed by reports that sixteen 


counties in tne state are well be- 
low the state average of immuni- 
zation with Salk vaccine, Dr. P.-F. 
Lucchesi of Philadelphia, 
chair- 


man of the. Committee on Preven- 
tive Medicine and Public Health of 
The Medical Society of the State 
of Pennsylvania, has asked the 
physicians in these counties to en- 
deavor to raise the level of im- 
munization during the summer 
months. 


In all of the replies received to 


date, the officers of tha county 
societies have expressed the area 
doctors' willingness to cooperate 
with the State Medical Society and 
the State Health Department, but 
they report "our biggest problem 
is public apathy." 


"Obviously the polio immuniza- 


tion program needs a more exten- 
sive campaign to educate the pub- 
lic," Dr. Lucchesi states. "There is 
an abundance of vaccine, there are 
clinics where the immunizations 
are being given, private physicians 
have adequate supplies of vaccine, 
and any patient whp needs the 
vaccine and can't pay for it will 
be immunized without cost." 
. Other reasons for the below- 
average immunizations in certain 
areas given by Dr. Lucchesi, in- 
cluded slow reporting by physi- 
cians of shots given, public hesi- 
tancy about having immunization 
done during the so-called summer 
epidemic period, and the fact that 
the areas reporing low immuniza- 
tions are rural ones where com- 
munication 
and 
transportation 


facilities are not of tlie best. 


"Poliomyelitis vaccine can con- 


tinue with safety to 
• be " given 


, throughout the entire summer," 


1 Dr. Lucchesi said. "Dr. Berwyn F. 


Mattison, Secretary of Health for 
Pennsylvania has announced there 
is new evidence to show that the 
protection afforded during an epi- 
demic period far outweigh* the 
theoretic objections which have 
been needlessly causing a stop to 
immunizations in June and during 
the next few months."
